He ex- 
pressed the view that the high aver- 
age* of mentality among the high 
school students was due to the high 
grade people who made up the popu- 
lation of Rushville. 


Discussing school activities, Mr. 


Butler spoke of'the Holcad, the sen- 
ior annual which he said the class 
planned to put over big this year. In- 
stead of using proceeds of the class 
play to support the Holcad, Mr. But- 
ler stated the class expected to leave 
some memorial with the school. The 
principal spoke of the Latin club 
with 30 members, sponsored by Miss 
Helen C. Jaeh'ne, Latin 
instructor; 


he Commercial club with 35 mem- 
jers, sponsored by ' Miss 
Gertrude 


Wilkinson, commercial teacher; the

The immigration question has al- 


ways been a bone of contention in 
this nation. Instead of considering it 
from a business standpoint it 
has 


invariably been dragged into politics. 


What would be wrong with consid- 


er;]:;? the question of 
immigration 


from the standpoint of the business 
needs of the country? We liave our 
representatives in all foreign .na- 
tions whose business it is to look af- 
ter American interests. If manufac- 
turing plants in New England, cot- 
ton raisers in the South, farmers in 
the Middle West, mine operators in 
the Mountain States or lumbermen on 
the Pacific coast need labor 
-when 


there is no help available in this 
country, why should they not be al- 
lowed to consider availing themselves 
of idle workmen in other nations?

vertise or communicate with workmen

:hey nor their children will do tile 
hard work which their fathers 
did. 


Where will they get the men to do 
this work? Tlus farmer's son 
is 


leaving the farm because he cannot 
get help to do the back-breaking 
work which his. father did and he has 
been~«dnc~ated'"tb a point where he 
will not do it himself; 


This subject is- worth

htought and it seems as if some plan 
like the one suggested" might be worth 
discussion and consideration.
